Nitro-Gelatine Mixing House Completely Wiped Off toe! Earth 


—Richard. Board's Almost Miraculous Escape—No Cause 


Discovered For the Awful Disaster.

The Nitro-gelatine - Mixing House of the Judson 


Dynamite and Powder Company blew itp at 8:06 o'clock 
this morning, hurling into eternity two human beings and 
tearing their bodies into fragments, not larger than a 
man's hand. The dead are: 


Peter Anderson, aged 25 years, foreman of the mix- 


ing department. • 


Thomas Roach, aged 32, foreman of the nitro-gela- 


tine mixing house. 


The only wounded man is Richard T. Board. His 


injuries are a badly lacerated scalp, ear cut and probably 
internal injuries. He is also suffering from a severe ner- 
vous shock. 


That Board escaped with his life is-little short of a 


miracle, for he was within fifteen feet o'f the death-dealing 
explosive and only owing to' the.fact>hat a heavy bulkhead 
stood between him and the nitro-gelatine, was his'-life 
saved. 


Superint-endent-C. P. Kennedy had a close call. "He 


was on his way to the gelatine house and: 
:iv6uld have 


reached it about one minute before the explosion, had not 
a trivial matter detained him slightly. 
,•'. 


Thomas Brombaker and Frank Costa; had left the 


buildings, less than two minutes prior to the work of des- 
truction and thus their lives were spared. 
; 


The mixing house is wiped off the face jof., the earth, 


while the nitrating and drying houses' adjoining are com- 
plete wrecks. Over an area of four hundred-yards. the 
debris is scattered, showing the fearful force, of.-the 200 
pounds of nitro-gelatine. Of the mixing .house, there is 
nothing but kindling wood, the. majority of which is '.in 
splinters.

All that remains of the two victims has been picked

SBPEHIITEIDEIIT REMEDY'S CLOSE CALL 


Superintendent C. D. Kennedy made the following statement: 
"I am in complete ignorance oC the cause of 'the explosion. It can 


never be accounted for. 
Roach was a thoroughly experienced man, 


and was credited with exercising great c'autlon in the mixing of the 
nitro-gelatine, -which Is very dangerous stuff to handle. 'As well as that, 
•Anderson, who is -the foreman of the mixing department, was with 
him, 
and it could not have been du^ to any lac'i of caution that the ex- 


plosion occurred. It is one of those inexplicable things whi'ch hap- 
pen when least expected. 


'"As to my own narrow escape I d'on't care to say anything. 
I'll 


admit It was the closest shave of my life, however. Usually I go down 
to the mixing house, when it Is running, toefore changing my 'clothes, 
but this morn-ing I delayed about two minutes to make the change. 
"Why I did it I do not now Jr.n'ow. I then started immediately for the 
•mixing house, and had I heen one minute sooner, would have met the 
fate of '.he other two poor fellows. 


"The copper tank contained about 200 pounds of nitro-gelatine. This 


Is composed of gun-cotton, nitro-glycerlne, nitre and some other ingre- 
dients. How it could have exploded I have not the remotest idea, 


"Our loss will ibs about S3,500, but that is nothing 1n comparison to 


the loss of two lives. Both men were faithful and trusted employes,, 
and I feel deeply their untimely d >ath. 


"This is the first explosion of explosives we have had during our 


eight years oC working. About three years ago some machinery burst 
causing two deaths."

The nitrating house did not suffer -so 


greatly, though the roof was torn off 
and the -walls caved in.

bulkhead answered Its purpose well,

Nitric aclrl, added to the stream of 


•water flowing from the bursted water 
pipes and the penetrating properties of

All 
day the men -worked and by .afternoon

The loss is estimated at 13,300. It Is 


probable that the plant will be re-built: 


as 
soon as expedient, for it Is now 


greatly in demand, as both the Judson 
nnd Giant Works have large contracts 
to fill, calling, for the nitro-gelatine. 


FORCE OF THE EXPLOSION. 


The force of the explosion was felt 


as far -as Berkeley, though no d'amaga 
was done there. Winflows on the Jud- 
son grounds were smashed, and one 
Chinese, who wns walking along the 
car tracks, was thrown to the ground 
and considerably bruised. That more 


i damage was not done seems peculiar, 
; taking into consideration the force of 


the 
concussion.

Is1 explained, 


' however, - by the fact that the build- 
ing was isolated, owing to Its danger- 
ous character.

In front on the.south side stands the 


hill guarding the magazine, thus pro- 
tecting that as well as the main build- 
ings.

o'clock the explo-sipn occurred, but It came so suddenly that I hard- 
ly heard anything. In. fact I did not have time to think before I.was 
in the air, with lumber and dirt flying all a'bout me. I struck the 
ground about sixty feet away and' for a time was completely dazed. 
I do not know how long I lay on the ground, but-as soon a-s I real- 
ized what had happened I crawled through the d'ebrls and ran.

I stopped for I knew nothlns more was to explode. 


"Where -the mixing house stood hut a militate before was a great

"I cannot describe the sensation as It occurred to me, for it w'a-s 


most peculiar. First I seemed to b> falling into a, deep abyss, then 
the walls seemed to all cave in and I was drawn .right up into space. 
It happened all so quickly that, you can hardly-tell o£-it. 


"I feel pretty bidly Inside arid my head hurts, a good deal, but I 
guess I am all right."

ities than would a ferry -from Emery- 
ville. It really does rab-t make any differ- 
ence to a 33assong"or who comes in on an 
overland train -whether he ^s twenty mi.n- 
U'tes or haJf an hour on tho bay. 
By 


runnJng our ferry from Point Richmond 
wo -will savo a distance o.f several miles. 
That is 'to say, the distance from tho 
crossing o.f the tracks cA San Pablo to 
San Francisco via Point Richmond is 
soveral iniles shorter than via Emery- 
ville. 


"The people who are back of the Em- 


eryville ferry project have been after ua 
ever since the Valley Road was Incor- 
porated to join in the proposed enter- 
prise. It has never appealed to us, how- 
ever. The cost O't building a-nd mair.itain- 
ing a pier extending three miles out into 
the bay would be enormous, and we Imva 
not the money to put into" such an under- 
taking. Another objectionable feature is 
that a ferry operated between hero anil 
Emeryville would be carried on with' 
great risk and much danger. The'boats 
would hnvo to cross the r>a!lh of tho 
Southern P'a/cific fsrry boats and would 
run great danger of collisions in • tossy 
weather. Our ferry to Point Riciinrond 
wdil be operated north of G-oat island. 
Our boat would be out of the track of all 
other ferry boats the mome-nt it left the 
slip on this side of the bay. 
"As for reaching Oakland, that is a 


problem that can be easily so.Jve'd when 
the time coim.es. 'There Is' n'othing to 
prevent the building of a fast electric 
lino from San Pablo to Oalcla.nd for tho 
handling of passengers and 
bagrffTisc. 


Such a line^wou'ld be no longer than tho 
electric lino from Kaywaa-ds to Oakland, 
which is a big success. I do not say that 
this -vvi-ll be done, but It would be feas- 
ible.". 


In relation to this matter the Chronicle 
says: "Tn spite o.f 'the denials of tho offi- 
cers O'f "the Valley Road, how-aver, it is 
insisted in other quarters that the Val- 
loy Read will extend Us trades to Em- 
eryville when tho Santa Po assumes con- 
trol o-f the property, and that freight 
yarfls will be established in that neigh- 
borhood for the accommodation of such 
traffic -as will be handled to a.nd from 
Oakland."
